The lock to the death cell was 
pried loose from the outside and 
carried away by the escaping pris- 
oners. From the death cell the 
route of the six men was traced to 
n window where the bars were 
sawed. From the window they slid 
down a rope made of blankets, past 
a window to a room on the second 
story, where Sheriff J, A. Driver 
was said to be sleeping. 

After passing the sheriff’s win- 
dow, the escapes leaped to the top 
of the kitehen, and from there 
jumped to the ground. Leaving the 
jail, which is in the business dis- 
trict, the fleeing prisoners stole a 
1929 model brown Buick sedan and

Officers were unable to account | 
for the saws being in the possession 
of the prisoners. The escapes are 
S. C. Sheehan, Jack Curtis and 
Walter Sharp, indicted by a spe- 
cial session of the grand jury for 
first degree murder in the slaying 
of Oscar Jerkins, Hartford night 
policeman, and Hugh Gantt, W. W. 
Newsome and James McNealy. The 
latter three were arrested several 
weeks ago when a small arsenal, 
stamps and merchandise believed 
to have been stolen, were found in 
their automobile.

As the fighter opened fire, many

into custody. At the jail, officers 
said it was difficult to get a co- 
herent statement from him. 

White fought in the South un- 
der the name of “The Tuscaloosa 
Beareat.” He fought Fred Fulton, 
W. L. Stribling and others and at 
one time was attached to the camp 
of Jack Dempsey as a sparring 
partner. 

His last try for an outstanding 
fight was in Havana where he was 
matched to meet Louis Firpo, but 
the bout was cancelled after spar- 
ring partners had knocked out 
White twice in training.

It is estimated 8,000,000 bales 
remain in the hands of growers. 
The amount the Government is 


willing to advance is $50 a bale, 
at local markets, which is almost 
$10 a bale higher than recently 
prevailing prices. 

On the basis of 8,000,000 bales, 
the plan will add at least $80,- 
000,000 to the value of the cotton 
still in the hands of producers, but 
a total of $124,000,006 to the full 
crop, much of which has passed 
out of growers’ hands, 

Senator Bankhead is given much 
credit for this price improvement. 
He also was the originator of the 
plan of reducing the crop by with- 
drawing acreage from harvest 
which was followed by the agricul- 
tural adjustment administration 
this year. That reduction campaign 
brought or will bring around $159,- 
000,000 to cotton growers of the 
South this year, through rental 
payments and profit on cotton from 
the Government pool on which they 
took options. 

The market price, through re- 
duction of acreage, has been about 
two cents a pound better than last 
year so that the two plans of Sen- 
ator Bankhead will mean a crop 
yielding nearly $300,000,000 more 
to Southern growers than did the 
1932 cotton crop, 

Senator Bankhead was chairman 
of a cotton committee which called 
on President Roosevelt Thursday
